Witnegs in Trial 
Ot Matewan Case 


Alleged Bullet-Hole in Back 
of Wicker Chair Tells 
Story of Killing. 


Williamson, W. Va., February 18. 
A wicker chair, with an alleged 
bullet hole through the back, play- 
ed an important part in the Mate- 
wan battle trial here today. J. W. 
one of the seven Bald- 
win-Felts detectives who were 
killed in the fight, rested in the 
chair on the back porch of Mrs. 
Mary Duty’s home ‘before he was 
killed, several witnesses testified. 

John Akers told the jury that he 
assisted Ferguson. to the Duty 
home after the detective had been 
wounded. He said that he ran 
from the porch when several men, 
armed with rifles, came through 
the house from the front. He said 
he had not gone far when he heard 
shots. He turned into an_alley on 
which the Duty home faced, and he 
saw Ferguson lying dead in the 
roadway with several men near the 
body, the witness said. 

Captain Avis, of counsel for the 
state, Introduced the wicker chair 
as an exhibit. Pointing to thé hole 
In the back he said he intended to 
prove that the wounded man had 
been shot again after he was taken 
to the Duty home. 

Harry Staton, a justice of the 
peace, was one of nine witnesses 
heard today. He said he went to 
Matewan after the fight, where he 


met Sid Hatfield, a defendant. He 
testified that Hatfield shook hands 
with him and told him that he had 
killed three of the Baidwin-Felts 
men. bd 

Another witness, Miss Bessie Ham- 
ilton, told the jury that after the 
fight she saw three bodies lying 
in the street. Sid Hatfield searched 
two of the bodies, she said, adding 
that later she saw him kick the 
prostrate form of a man, 

Miss Hamilton’s sister, Josephine, 
testified that shortly after the bat- 
tle she was standing near the body 
of a detective. Several men passed 
her, she said, and as they neared 
the body one of them remarked: 
“ain’t that good bait ?Yor fishing!” 
‘Mrs. Mary Duty, who resided in 
the house where Ferguson was 
taken after he was wounded, told 
the jury that she left home shortly 
after the detective was brought 
there. She said that when she de 
parted, Ferguson was alive, but 
that when she returned, the de- 
tective’s body was ‘ying in an al- 
ley nearby.

Former British Colonial 
Secretary Says Egyp- 
tians Are Now Ready 
for Independence. 


FORTY YEARS’ REFORM 
MAKES PLAN POSSIBLE 


Milner Says, However, 
British Should Still Of- 
fer Assistance in Egypt’s 
Internal Affairs. 


London, February 18.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Negotiations with 
the Egyptian government for the 
conclusion of a treaty according 
self-government to Egypt are strong: 
ly advised in a long-waited report 
by Lord Milner, former colonial sec- 
retary on. the Egyptian question, 
presented to’ parliament today. The 
negotiations should be entered upon 
by the British government without 
undue delay. Lord Milner declares. 

The self-government grant, accord- 
ing to recommendations of the re- 


| reservations upholding 
the essential British interests and 
protecting the rights of foreign resi- 
dents, 

The report expresses the opinion 
that it would be a great misfortune 
if the present opportunity was lost. 

Cannot Be Postponed. 

A fulfillment of the promise of 
self-government cannot be postponed, 
it says. The spirit of nationalist 
Egypt cannot be extinguished and 
an attempt to govern the country 
in the teeth of a hostile people is a 
difficult and disgraceful task. 

“There are formidable difficulties. 
however, in a sudden and complete 
transfer of all powers of government 
to Egyptian hands.” adds the docu- 
ment. “It is essential to ensure that 
independent Egypt does not pursue 
a foreign policy hostile or prejudicia! 
to the.interests of the British em- 
pire. It is also imperative to  en- 
sure the safety and protect the 
rights of foreign residents. 

“We hold that in fact, as well as 
in the ordinary. Egypt should be 
governed by Egyptians. We have 
sufficient faith in the reform work 
of the last forty years to believe 
such-@ course now can be followed 
with good prosgects of success, but, 
it must be adépted whole-hearteded- 
ly and in a spirit of hopefuiness 
and sympathy, 

‘British Should Assist. 

“We do not attempt to concea! 
our conviction that Egypt is not 
yet in a positon to dispense with 
British assistance in her internal] ad- 
ministration. We are greatly for- 
tified in the belief that the Egyp- 
tians will acquiesce in this view by 


four own experience in dealing with

with whom we have come in such 


intimate contract. We are not dis- 
couraged by the fact that they are 


not all as yet prepared to commit 
themselves unreservedly to every 
Point in a settlement they collab- 
orated with us in devising.” 


The British protectorate over 
Egypt, declared in 1914, has been 
bitterly resisted for some time past 
by the Egyptian nationalists, and 
numerous disorders and outrages 
have been an outgrowth of this sit- 
uation. The Milner plan seemed to 
mtéet with favor at the outset, but 
later met with obstacles, and it has 
been reported that Lord Milner’s re- 
tirement from the cabinet was large- 
ly, if not solely, due to differences 
with colleagues over the Egyptian 
policy.

Call for Probe 
Of Negro’s Death 


Resolution Condemns Lynch- 
ers and Urges Punishment 
‘ for Mob Members. 


Athens, Ga., February 138.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The Athens Ministerial asso- 
clation,. composed of the ministers 
of various churches in this city, 
today passed resolutions condemning 
the crowd which stormed the Clarke 
county courthouse on Wednesday 
evening. broke’its way into the jail 
and took from a cell the negro, 
John Lee Eberhart, who was 
charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Walter E. Lee on’ Wednesday morn- 
ing. The negro. Eberhart, was car: 
cied from the Clarke county jail to 
the scene of the crime in Oconee 
county, and burned at the stake near 
the spot where the murder had been 
committed.

ciations of bankers in the _§ state, 
have been receiving many letters 
fiom the members of their respec- 
tive organizations ever since the 
tirst announcement of the joint con- 
vention to be held in Macon on 
March 22, 23 and 24 was made. 

Mr. McFadden, of the Georgia 
Bankers’ association, stated on 
Thursday. that it was evident from 
the tone of letters he has received 
that valuabie results for the coming 
business year will eventuate at the 
conference. Bankers in all sections 
of the state not only signify their 
intentions to attend, but intimate 
the lines along which they have 
been thinking in connection with 
the peculiar problems which they 
are called upon to solve at this 
time. 

The Macon joint convention has 
been calied two months earlier than 
it is customary for the two organ- 
izations to hold their individual an- 
nual meetings, because of the press- 
ing necessity of uniform action by 
the bankers this year. Problems of 
credit and finance will require un- 
usual care in their handling, the 
bankers feel, if the business of the 
State is to take fullest possibie ad- 
vantage of the opportunities which 
the year gives promise of bringing.

What’s good for Peachtree is bad 
for peach trees, Georgia peaches 
must submit to Georgia peaches and 
let the cold spell snatch away the 
recent breath of. spring, so that the 
fruit may not be too vastly encour- 
aged toward budding, tempting the 
freeze impending to bite it fatally. 

Mr. von Herrmann, forecaster, me- 
terologist and appriser of weather, 
States that the snap of coolishness 
is here to remain for several days, 
maybe a week, and is to assert it- 
self emphatically Saturday morning 
by causing thermometers to sink 4 
markers beneath freezing. Friday 
morning the mercury felt its down- 
ward way to the freezing point, but 
there ceased to descend and climbed 
back to more moderate estate dur- 
ing the noon hours. Rain is sched- 
uled for Atlanta today, says the 
Washington forecaster. 

“The cold snap will be a salva- 
tion to the fruit crop,” said Mr. von 
Herrmann, “the warm weather was 
developing the fruit much too fast 
for its own good, considering the 
fact that a freeze was bound to 
follow before winter had entirely 
fled. We won't have any desper- 
ately cold weather, but the slight- 
est frost would have been calamit- 
ous if the budding process had pro- 
gressed much more.”

The holdup, which happened at

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Foreign Recovers Part 


Of Thursday’s Losses 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, February 18.—Today’s stock market was again of a pro- 
fessional character. Probably 75 per cent of the business transacted 
was for floor traders’ account. Prices in general were lower. It is 
the opinion that the failure of the public to respond to the advance 
which has taken place earlier in the week, is the cause for the reac- 
tion now being witnessed. 

There were several stocks which were exceptiomally weak. At- 
lantic Gulf was the most conspicuous. This stock broke about 10 
points. Rumors of a cut in the dividend is responsible for part of the 
decline. But report received from Mexico that some of the oil fields 
in that country are failing is: also responsible \foer part of the break, 
as the “A. G, W. I.” is interested in oil production in Mexico. The 
Mexican stocks were also lower for a time, but these recovered part 
of their loss. The shipping situation is also affecting the stock, as 
International Mercantile Marine dropped about 3 points from its high 
for the day.

Automobile Stocks Irregular. 


Automobile stocks were very irregular, some declining at the start, 
while others held fairly firm. The tobacco stocks failed to hold the 
gains registered yesterday, but they were not weak. Trading in them 
was fairly active in comparison with the rest of the list. 

Reading common was sold heavily by the professional element, 
which has taken a bearish point of view on the segregation plan. 
They were successful in forcing the price down to below 75 during the 
first hour, but the stock met with some support and recovered in 
the later declines. 

Call money rates started the day at 7 per cent, but eased to 6 per 
cent later. Foreign exchange recovered part of yesterday’s loss. 

Interests identified with the plan for the recapitalization of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy must feel very confident that the 
plan will be approved by the interstate commerce commission, as 
reports were circulated in Wall street today that a banking syndicate 
has been formed for the purpose of floating the $80,000,000 bonds 
which will be offered under the new plan. Hearings on the plan were 
recently held before the interstate commerce commission and the 
decision of that body is now awaited on the Burlington, as well as on 
the Lackawanna plan. 

Much interest centers on the three powered banking group loan, 
consisting of bankers in this country, England and Holland, which is 
reported to have concluded negotiations for granting a loan of $30,000,- 
400 to the state of Sao Paulo, Brazil. It is expected that between 
ten and fifteen millions of the loan will be offered to investors in this 
country. The New York offering will be in dollars and that in London 
in sterling. The bonds will run for fifteen years and bear 8 per cent. 
They will be secured by an export tax on coffee. 

Reports of additional segregation of properties of the railroads, 
together with merger rumors are again being circulated around the 
street, and these are responsible for the movements in certain of the 
railroad -stocks. The movement in Norfolk and Western during the 
“past few days is a case in point. One rumor has it that the company’s 
coal properties will be segregated, similar to that of the Reading. 
. Reading, however went down on the actual announcement of the plan. 
Another story circulated in connection with Norfolk and Western is 
that it will be entirely takgn over by the Pennsylvania. The latter 
road already owns a large block of Norfolk and Western stock. But 


regardless of whether or not there is anything in these reports about | 


mergers and segregations, it can be expected that the speculators will 


take full advantage of the possibilities. 
Steel Reports Unsatisfactory. 

Reports from the steel trade continue not favorable. Demand is 
small and the recent decline in prices has attragted no new buying 
of any consequence. Figures just received show that during the month 
of January only 32,000 tons of fabricated structural steel, equal to 
only about 18 per cent of the country’s capacity, was contracted for 
during that month. These figures were made public by the Bridge 
Builders’ and Structural society. 

In December the contracts received amounted to about 28 per 
cent of the country’s capacity, while in November the amount was 
slightly in excess of 27 per cent. The average for the entire year 
* 1920 amounted to about 54 per cent. In steel trade circles hope is 
~ expressed, however, that there will be a decided improvement in this 
branch of the industry, for by that time it is expected that new life 
will be instilled into the building trades, a trade which has been much 

handicapped by high prices and labor troubles throughout the past year. 
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Bradstreet Says 
Business Situation 
Slowly Improving 


New York, February 18.— 
Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

Impatience at the slow, in 
some lines, indeed, apparently 
painful, progress being made in 
general trade and pessimistic 
outgivings bred by further re- 
- cessions in the so-called barom- 
eter trades, iron, steel, coal and 
coke, cannot disguise the fact 
that, while trade is a trifle less 
active than last week and not 
as good as a year ago, it is much 
better than it was two to four 
months ago.

FURTHER REACTION 
IN STOCK PRICES 


New York, February 18.—The fur- 
theP-reaction of prices in the stock 
maraget today was primarily due to 
the extent that call loans dropped 
from ¢ to 6 per cent. A fair de- 
mand was noted for commercial pa- 
per and bank acceptances, but very 
little time money was obtainable, 
except for the shorter periods. 

Foreign exchange was more un- 
settied, rates on London falling to 
levels which effaced the greater 
part of their recent gains. Remit- 
tances to the continent without ex- 
ception also were lower, giving 
especial point to the British pre- 
mier’s plea for bank credits «to 
central Europe. 

Bears were particularly aggres- 
Sive in suchissues as shipping, oils 
and motors at gross recessions of 
2 to 10 points. Little support was 
forthcoming, lowest prices being 
registered in many instances short- 
ly before the Close. 

Atlantic Gulf and West Indies, 
common was the weakest and most 
active issue, recovering only a frac- 
tion of its extreme decline at a net 
loss of 1-2 points. Dealings in 
this stock were in excess of half its 
capitalization and suggested a 
downward revision of the dividend.

Chicago, February 18.—The rail- 
way labor board today postponed 
until March ‘1 further hearings over 
the national agreements and also 
granted the request of B. M. Jew- 
ell, representing the employees. 
that he be’ granted until March 10 
to prepare rebuttal evidence. 

he board announced, however, 
that in the meantime it reserved the 
right to issue further orders or di- 
rections. 

On March 1, the board will take 
up evidence presented by the fol- 
sachedeeng 4 organizations in the order 
named: 

The Brotherhood of Maintenance 
of Way Emyployees, the clerks, fire- 
men and oilers; signal men. 

The board will not adjourn, Dut 
will spend the interval in consid- 
ering various minor matters now 
before it. 

E. S. Grable, president of the 
maintenance of way employees, to- 
day petitioned the board for a state- 
ment explaining to railway work- 
ers that pay reductions cannot be 
foreed on them until new rates have 
been established by law. 

Chicago, February 18-—The Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives at its 
meeting today unanimously adopted 
the reports of its labor committee 
and passed resolutions refusing to 
enter into national conferences sug- 
gested by the employees as a means 
of settling differences over wages 
of unskilled labor and working con- 
ditions. 

Concerning future action on the 
part of the executives, the commit- 
tee report simply advised them that 
the decision of the labor board in 
regard to rates of pay for unskilled 
labor “relegates the initiation of 
action upon this matter to the indi- 
vidual railways and their own em- 
ployees.” 

The executives denounced the em- 
ployees’ proposed conferences as a 
plan by labor leaders to bring about 
nationalization of the railroads. Effi- 
ciency of labor upon railroads was 
incompatible with continuance of 
the strength and growth of the con- 
solidation of labor unions represent- 
ed by B. M. Jewell, and his associ- 
cee the labor committee report 
said. 

The committee report pointed out 
that the opposition made by the 
roads to the national agreements 
and the position taken today was 
not to be construed as an attack 
on labor organizations themselves.
